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City administrator resigns as of Sept. 1 


In a surprise move to Sierra Madre residents. 
City Administrator Jim McRea resigned Tuesday 
evening at about 9:35 p.m., following a personnel 
session of the council, and after the relatively 
short council meeting. 

The resignation is effective as of next 
Wednesday, Sept. 1. 

McRea stated that his resignation came 
because of "recent personnel sessions and events 
in the community," and he was resigning "so the 
city can move forward." 

He also said that his resignation was submitted 
in the spirit of his 23 years of service to the 
community. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai accepted McRea’s resig¬ 
nation "in the best interest of the city and Jim has 


looked toward the betterment of the city. It is 
generous of him to step aside. I will work with 
Jim and the city to work out a satisfactory 
termination agreement. We accept for the 
community." 

Bartolai also stated that he and McRea will 
work with the city staff "so things will move 
ahead in an orderly fashion." Bartolai also said 
that a healing process would begin. 

City Attorney Charles Martin praised McRea, 
stating that in his 23 years of service, McRea had 
always been competent and effective. 

Martin continued, "He has now become a 
lightning rod and the focus of devisive sentiment 
in the communitv which has impaired the city’s 


ability to go forward with business." He thanked 
McRea for his generosity in resigning. 

Many of these statements must be attributed to 
the minutes taken Tuesday by City Clerk Nancy 
Shollenberger. 

A personnel meeting will be held Aug. 31 at 
6 p.m. 

When asked if any announcement would be 
made ^nceming a replacement for McRea, 
Bartolai answered, "No." 

He added that they would be looking for an 
interim city administrator. When asked if that 
person would be selected from in-house, Bartolai 
said, "I don’t know at this point."

Smith countered, "Arc we not somewhat ahead 
of ourselves?...! do not want to be a party to cast 
aspersions.. .Since (City Attorney Charles) Martin 
asked for time for the auditors (to investigate), 
let’s place a deadline and hope to have a response 
by a certain date, then respond." 

City Councilman Gary Adams answered from 
the audience that the auditor’s answer "would be 
back to the City Council by the first meeting in 
September (Sept. 14)." 

Former Mayor Carlyle Griffin said, "Let’s 
wait until the auditors explain...Let’s not jump to 
conclusions now." 

Broiles said he had received many inquiries 
about the city’s financial status and that the 
Homeowners thought it was time for a public 
meeting. He explained, "We have found no 
indication that there has been any stealing or theft. 


We have found failure to pay adequate attention to 
the movement of funds. We believe there has been 
misappropriation of CRA funds. Part of the 
problem is that they (various funds such as CRA 
which is a separate fund from the General Fund) 
tend to get blurred together and thought of as one 
entity. They are not." 

He also referred to the Sierra Madre Financial 
Authority—also made up of City Council 
members along with CRA—that is another fund 
"blurred together" with the General Fund. "They 
are three entities." Broiles stated. 

Broiles showed several slides of city documents 
and stated that the General Fund "since 1988 has 
not been balanced. It has been running a deficit." 
Also, he said, the CRA and Sierra Madre 
-Financial Authority (again, also City Council

City Council proposes tax cap for businesses

The Sierra Madre City Council at Tuesday 
evening’s meeting adopted Resolution 93-37 which 
allows a cap to businesses downtown, as 
recommended by Sierra Madre Main Street 
Chamber of Commeree. 

Option 1 would permit the businesses to apply 
for a maximum limit of utility payment of $200 in 
advance for any one of the four individual 
utilities. 

Option 2 would permit the businesses to apply 
for a maximum limit of all utility payments of 
$500 in advance, for a combination of all four 
utilities. 

In Option 1, payment of the 6 percent Utility 
Users Tax of $144, or 50 pereent with the balanee 
due on or before Jan. 1 of the following year, is 
suggested for each utility selected by the 
consumer that is listed on the utility bill. An 
application for this option is imperative. Utilities 

Council agrees 
to escape clause 

Our share of the multi-jurisdictional refuse 
collection consultant’s fee, if we stay in it with 
three other cities—Monrovia, Duarte and Arcad¬ 
ia—would be $10,925, or 25 percent of the 
$43,700 which is the proposed cost of hiring a 
consultant to facilitate bids for the refuse 
collection and recycling services. R.W. Beck and 
Associates has been hired to perform those duties. 

If, however. Sierra Madre decides, after 
having met with the consultant and with the other 
city staffs and City Councils, that it wishes not to 
participate, the amount owing would be 25 
percent of $10,925, or $2731.25. The escape 
clause v.'ould allow Sierra Madre to withdraw and 
to continue with its present refuse hauler. Western 
Waste. 

Among the listed jobs to be completed by the 
consultant are the following: redraft and finalize 
the Request for Proposal (RFP) and proposed 
agreement; distribute the RFPs and agreements to 
interested vendors; host a bidder’s conference; 
receive proposals; review and evaluate the cities’ 
proposals. 

Also among the 15-point list of how the 
consultant would assist the cities are: review and 
evaluate the proposals for the cities and make 
recommendations to the staff of the most 
successful bidders; draft interview questions and

not selected in advance would have the 6 percent 
Utility Users Tax included on the normal billing 
cycle. 

For option 2. payment of the 6 percent Utility 
Users Tax of $360, or 50 percent would be 
completed with the balance due on or before Jan. 
1 of the following year. Application would need 
to be made on this, also. 

For new businesses, not previously located 
here, an exemption from payment of the tax is 
suggested for the first year, if they make such an 
application and are issued a business license for a 
year. No proration or refunds would be available 
for businesses on the maximum pa)ment limit 
option. 

If 50 percent double payment schedule is 
selected, the entire payment is due even if the 
business ceases prior to January fo the following 
year or the selected payment limit is not reached. 


Selection and application is to be made 
annually, prior to Aug. 1 of each year. 

The selection date of the 1993-94 fiscal year 
must be made by Sept. 15, 1993. 

The first year does not represent 12 months 
since the tax will be applied only to utilities billed 
during the October billing cycles. 

The four utilities are electricity, gas, 
telephone and water. 

Sierra Madre Employees Association has been 
granted the option of substitution of two existing 
holidays for two discretionary floating holidays. 
No additional holidays have been offered. 

City hall will be open on Admissions Day, 
Sept. 9, and Veterans’ Day, Nov. 11. The

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Mountjoy introduces 
two illegal alien bills

Assemblyman Richard Mountjoy (R- 
Arcadia) introduced AJR 46 and AJR 49, 
relating to illegal aliens. 

AJR 46 addresses the problem of 
illegal aliens who have been convicted of 
crimes while illegally in the United 
States. 

An estimated 15,000 illegal aliens are 
being housed and fed in California’s 
prisons at a cost of $300 million annual¬ 
ly- 

"California taxpayers should not be 
financing the incarceration of illegal 
aliens," Mountjoy stated. 

Mountjoy’s resolution asks the Presi¬ 
dent and Congress to adopt agreements 
with countries with whom the United 
States either gives foreign aid or with 
whom we have trade agreements, to 
require illegal aliens who have been 
convicted of a crime to serve their sen¬ 
tences in their own country. 

"These criminals should be sent 
home and should serve their time in their 
native land," Mountjoy said. 

Mountjoy’s second resolution, AJR 
49, calls for constitutional changes to 
require that at least one parent must be a 
citizen for a baby to be granted United 
States citizenship. 

Currently, babies bom to illegal 
aliens are automatic citizens because they 
were bom in this country. In Los An¬ 
geles County, 65.52 percent of the chil¬ 
dren bom in County hospitals and 53 
percent of those in private hospitals 
under contract with the County are to 
illegal alien mothers. Taxpayers pay for 
the prenatal care and the births. 

Children of illegal aliens are eligible 
for all the programs available to children 
of legal residents, including public assis¬ 
tance. While it is against the law for ille¬ 
gal aliens to hold a job in this country, 
we provide public, assistance to their 
children, thus providing the fininacial 
resources for illegal aliens to remain in 
the United States. 

"U.S. citizenship is one of the mag¬ 
nets attracting pregnant illegal aliens to 
our shores," Mountjoy added.

chise Fee (an earlier im¬ 
position of a rate in¬ 
crease without declar¬ 
ing same) another $3 for 
an extra remote (which

Cablevision (all four 
of my contactees) says 
that the word “main¬ 
tain” means “change.” 
Because we “changed” 
the service, i.e. added an 
outlet, the new charge is 
in force. Nevertheless, 
mother’s existing 
premium programming 
has been maintained at 
the same level of service; 
she still gets only HBO 
and Showtime. 

I suggested that Cable- 
vision should submit to 
Daniel Webster’s defini¬ 
tion of the words “main¬ 
tain” and “change” and 
was told that “we don’t 
all have to go by what 
Webster says.” When I 
asked to see that dic¬ 
tionary according to 


Cablevision, I was told 
that 1 was being abusive. 

I asked why it wasn’t 
explained when I ordered 
the new outlet that a rate 
increase would result if 
we made a “change.” 
One representative said it 
was an oversight; an¬ 
other said it wasn’t their 
policy to explain over the 
phone. I was also told: 

• The rate we were pay¬ 
ing was an old one 
that was much too 
low for the service we 
receive. 

• We should be glad 
that we’ve had this 
rate for as long as we 
have. 

• The amount of $4 was 
a small increase so 
why complain. 

• All the rates would in¬ 
crease in a month or 
two anyway. 

• Adding the new box 
meant that we were 
enjoying a higher level 
of service. (I should 
have asked if new 
subscribers already 
paying the new rate 
and who add an outlet 
would automatically 
be charged an unac¬ 
counted $4). 

• Subscribers who in¬ 
stall their own split¬ 
ters reduce the 
strength of the signal 
and also sometimes 
add outlets that aren’t 
paid for. Sending out 
their man allows them 
to check to see if 
everything is legal. (In

It was ironic that we gave up a fast, 
clean efficient means of transportation just 
as air pollution became a problem. With 
incredible foresight we supplanted that 
system with another that would add untold 
amounts of toxic wastes into the air. Now 
wc are spending hundreds of millions of 
dollars to replace what we once had, and we 
had been doing the job with speed and no 
air pollution. There is nothing like meeting 
problems head on. 

Because of my type of work I did not 
use the red cars on a daily basis, but I used 
them often over many years, just to go on 
what were pleasure trips. My first ride was 
in September, 1922, when I went to Long 
Beach and saw the ocean for the first time. 
A nice Sunday afternoon ride was to board 
the car at Sixth and Main Streets, ride 
through Hollywood, Sherman, Sawtelle and 
then Santa Monica.

Until the Pacific Electric was no more, 
the car bams in Pasadena were busy places. 
They stretched between North Fair Oaks 
Avenue and Raymond Avenue, the starting 
point for both the Short Line that went south 
on Fair Oaks and the Oak Knoll Line that 
went east on Colorado, south on Lake Ave¬ 
nue, past the famed Huntington Hotel to 
Huntington Drive. Both lines went past the 
Aligator Farm and the Ostrich Farm, both 
great tourist attractions. The nerve center of 
the whole system was the cavernous Pacific 
Electric Building at Sixth and Main. The 
trolleys drove right into the building, just a 
few feet from the ticket offices.

Out and About

Have you ever watched a good auto mech¬ 
anic at work? They should have an A.D. after 
their name...for auto doctor. Think about it. A 
surgeon is basically a person who fixes people, 
and people are pretty much standard issue. We 
all have lungs, livers, hearts (some less than oth¬ 
ers) and colons. Some of you will be quick to say 
that there are both good and bad doctors and 
mechanics. True it is. But when you find some¬ 
one good, they are a maarvel to take in. 

Case in point. I had a fairly significant 
wobble in my new Suburban when at speed on 
the freeway. I took it into an alignment shop and 
they found that my left front wheel bearing was 
dangerously loose. Instead of having them work 
on it, I took it to Moe’s garage here in Sierra 
Madre. It was Saturday, and they had plenty to 
do, but when I told them that I would be 
picking up my trailer in Malibu (Civic Club 
camping trip) they dropped everything and ta¬ 
ckled it. 

I was able to observe this “operation” 
because I had the good fortune of picking up 
a flashlight to illuminate the inside of the wheel 
hub for the mechanic. I watched him perform. 
Wheel bearings on regular vehicles are nothing 
special, but on four-wheel drive trucks, there’s 
a lot more to it. Spring after spring, clip after 
clip, bearing after bearing...and finally the cul¬ 
prit, a badly loosened wheel nut. In and out in 


45 minutes. 

This was an easy job. I’m sure, but it was 
done with precision and careful technique. 
Getting back to the analogy, a medical doctor 
works on varied medical problems which visit 
one model of human vehicle. An auto doctor 
works on as varied a list of maladies, but on 
a range of vehicles that boggles the memory 
banks. And be sure of this: that an error of 
judgment on the part of the auto doctor can be 
as life threatening as an oversight by our es¬ 
teemed medical practicitioners. 

It seems oddly out of sync that we take our 
auto specialists for granted as much as we do. 
We gripe about prices (sometimes justifiably 
so), and we place these mechanics in a life-sort 
slot alongside internal revenue service auditors 
...or worse. 

1 guess it’s like anything else; we don’t 
like forking out our hard-earned cash. But when 
we find a good mechanic...medical or other¬ 
wise...we should stay with them, trust them, and 
tout them to others, just as we do with good 
surgeons. The fact that one wears a suit and the 
other a set of blue work clothes shouldn’t 
cloud our vision in recognizing they both are es¬ 
sential in our life, and what they do minimizes 
our down time.

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Sierra Madreans search for 
deadbeat dads and molds 


Pacific Dance Centre observes 25 years 


By Caryn Coulter 

Art Dellerson and his 
wife, Karen, make a 
business out of "drum¬ 
ming up deadbeats." 
Their company. Paren¬ 
tal Pursuits, searches 
out parents who have 
renegged on their child 
support payments. It’s 
no small task. Although 
federal law requires that 
divorced parents pro¬ 
vide support for their 
children, the level of 
abuse is significant. 

"Over twenty billion 
dollars per year is owed 
in child support," said 
Dellerson in a recent 
interview. "Kids who 
would normally go to 
college or have a new 
pair of shoes will never 
see these benefits." 

He defined the term 
"deadbeat" more close¬ 
ly. "A deadbeat dad or 
mom is someone who’s 
been ordered by the 
coiirt to pay child sup¬ 
port but fails to do it.” 

Parental Pursuits, a 
new organization based 
in Sierra Madre, fol¬ 


lows the model set by a 
group in Texas, using a 
variety of techniques to 
track down offenders. 
With child support aver¬ 
aging 20 percent of the 
parent’s income, it is no 
wonder that the process 
can be complex. 

The Dellersons use a 
variety of computer 

searches to locate of¬ 
fenders, including social 
security numbers, driv¬ 
ers license numbers, 
magazine subscription 
codes, passport num¬ 
bers, income tax data, 
and a number of other 
identifying numbers. 

"A person can change 
jobs six times, but we 
will find them anyway," 
he said. The practice is 
not a new one, owing to 
the fact that state agen¬ 
cies are overloaded and 
underfunded, with limit¬ 
ed results in locating 
offenders. California’s 
Department of Social 
Services publishes a 
"Wanted" poster of 
delinquent mothers and 


fathers, with debts ex¬ 
ceeding $122,000, listed 
along with photographs 
of the guilty parents. 

Dellerson, formerly a 
sales manager for an 
industrial products com¬ 
pany in El Monte, de¬ 
cided recently that he 
was ready for a career 
change, and noted a 
large gap in recovery 
levels in government 
agencies. "We’vedevel¬ 
oped a totally different 
approach to things," he 
said. 

A former payer of 
child support himself, 
Dellerson said he is 
sensitive to the challeng¬ 
es posed in collecting 
delinquent payments. "1 
couldn’t imagine why 
any father wouldn’t pay 
child support," he said. 
"Many of the ones that 
can afford to pay 
don’t—not to say that 
all of them don’t. 

"One of Clinton’s 
major supporters was 
found to be delinquent 
by over $100,000... 
There are literally hund¬ 


reds of thousands of 
these guys on the 
streets. 

"I’m not a detective, 
not an investigator. 
What we do is feed 
information about the 
ex-spouse to the com¬ 
puter network. We feed 
his or her name to the 
attorney general. 

"Any parent should be 
sensitive to the potential 
for this kind of abuse," 
said Dellerson, who 
explained that the indus¬ 
try’s find rate is 65 to 
75 percent. "It’s a 
worldwide problem, 
most solvable in the 
U.S. because informa¬ 
tion is a matter of pub¬ 
lic record." He added 
that for this reason, 
some of the guilty par¬ 
ents even leave the 
country. 

"Usually, though, 
because they’ve got a 
passport, we can find 
them first," he said.

PICNIC STAINS 

Picnic season is here, and with pic¬ 
nics come special problems with stains. 
Do not let a stained garment hang in 
your closet!

bidders. The consultant would make final 
recommendations to staff members, and negotiate 
the contract with successful bidders. 

Agreements would be presented to the four 
City Councils, and, finally, the consultant would 
provide technical expertise and advice on a 
financial package and rate structure as well as 
innovations for both the collection and recycling 
in the RFPs. 

Warren Dowler was not so sure the council 
was acting sensibly in accepting this proposal. "I 
can make a gross analysis in about four hours. We 
know what it costs us now and we could screen 
other cities in that amount of time," he told the 
council. 

He cautioned the City Council that a public 
meeting should be held "when the consultant 
comes to town." 

Dowler is concerned about limitations on the 
amount of trash allowed each user and remarked 
Tuesday that Sierra Madre probably has more 
green waste than other cities. 

He said, "Listen to the consultant and 
simultaneously schedule other trash haulers for 
the same meeting. We wouldn’t have to pay a 
cent. We have the capability of saying we already 
have what we need." 

Mayor Clem Bartolai, Councilman Gary 
Adams and Mayor Pro Tern MaryAnn 
MacGillivray explained that it would only cost us 
$2731.25 to get a handle on what another refuse 
hauler would cost us. 

"The RFP will outline special needs of each 
community and the bid will reflect that. We’ll 
never know (how competitive our contract with 
Western Waste is) until wc spell out what we 
want in the RFP," Adams said. 

MacGillivray said she didn’t like to pay out 
any money to a consultant but in this case she 
feels it is necessary. 

The council voted unanimously for the 
consent calendar, of which the refuse collection 
was one.

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members) "have not been given an accurate 
picture of what’s going on with the General 
Fund." 

Broiles was particularly concerned about Note 
7 on the annual auditor’s report which is separate 
from the special auditor’s investigation to be 
completed by Sept. 14. It stated that there has 
been borrowing from restricted funds to the 
General Fund "to be paid back by Sept. 30, 1993. 
That is in the next year and ‘paying back the 
following year is prohibited without the assent of 
two-thirds of the qualified electorate,’ according 
to California Constitution, Article XVII, Section 
18," Broiles said. 

"There’s the red flag. That sounds like deficit 
financing to me," he explained, flashing on the 
screen a copy of the Constitution. "Expenditures 
exceed revenues." 

Broiles said that he found no evidence that the 
City Council approved that action in a resolution. 
"There’s no Exhibit A." 

He stated, "We think the city spent reserve 
funds...There are no minutes (pointing to 
approval of this action)...not by resolution as is 
needed. They literally are borrowing $1 million 
interest-free (from the CRA)." 

When asked whose signaturres are on the 
document, Broiles explained that City 
Administrator Jim McRea is also executive 
director of the CRA. Douglas Berkshire is city 
finance director and he is also treasurer for the 
CRA, Broiles announced. 

Someone from the audience said, "We are not 
casting aspersions. We are presenting facts." 


Another member of the audience asked if the 
CRA would "ask for an accounting." 

Broiles said he didn’t know and stated again 
that the General Fund, CRA and Fiimncing 
Authority must have separate budgets. 

Someone asked who selected the auditors. 
Answer: the city. 

"According to city code the city administrator 
must be bonded. Is (McRea) bonded?" was a 
question from the audience and City Councilman 
Gary Adams answered that McRea was bonded. 

Another person from the audience said, "We 
should not have the same set of people in charge 
of both funds (CRA and Financing Authority as 
well as City Council)." 

Someone asked, "Is there anybody on the City 
Council who understands the problem, other than 
the pressure coming from the people? Is there 
any hope?" 

Broiles answered that the "City Attorney 
(Charles Martin) is looking into this and there 
should also be a report coming from the auditors." 

The fiiml statement was a commendation to 
Broiles from someone in the audience, "We’re 
lucky we have people like you to be made aware 
of (any possible difficults)." 

Broiles gritmed and said, "I didn’t rent this 
hall" but said he was glad to make this 
presentation. 

Margaret Buckner, chairman of the 
Homeowners, stated that the group "did not 
circulate petitions calling for the city 
administrator’s resigrution." She said there were 
some members doing that in the organization but 
the action was not origirmted by the group itself."

Any electrician who 
starts plying his/her trade 
at the age of 12 should 
feel at home in the elec¬ 
trical jungle of Sierra 
Madre. Ed Clare, now in 
his 25th year as an in¬ 
dependent operator, is a 
case in point, but it still 
doesn’t come without 
plenty of sweat: 

“You don’t sleep, you 
eat in your car, you have 
the Thomas Guide mem¬ 
orized,” he said with re- 
gvd to his local business, 
Ed Clare Electric. 

Clare spoke with the 
Sierra Madre News from 
his car phone, as he was 
conducting a lighting 
retrofit for the Cerebral 
Palsy Association. Light¬ 
ing is only one of Clare’s 
specialties—he’s also de¬ 
veloped a specialty in se¬ 
curity, emergency and ar¬ 


chitectural electricity, 
trades with which he’s 
become familiar since his 
earliest work with his 
father’s construction 
company. Clare gained 
further experience work¬ 
ing as an electrician in 
the field through high 
school and college. 

“Stay patient and per¬ 
sistent,’’ he advises other 
entrepreneurs in their 
starting stages. He attri¬ 
butes his si:cc<;ss to good 
networking, and affilia¬ 
tion with good resource 
people who have helped 
him problem-solve. 
Clare’s enterprise is now 
a going concern with two 
employees and customers 
throughout the San Ga¬ 
briel Valley, primarily in 
custom residential and 
personal property set¬ 
tings. 

“We try to have fun,” 


he adds, citing a variety 
of interesting assign¬ 
ments, including the 
home of Esther Wachtell, 
director of Dorothy 
Chandler Pavilion, who 
requested Clare for his 
knowledge of theatrical 
lighting.

other words this is 
how they gain entry to 
your home). 

Clem, do I understand 
correctly that Sierra 
Madre grants a franchise 
to these people? Do we 
have any recourse in 
dealing with them? This 
is only one of many in¬ 
stances where I feel they 
have been deceptive and 
arbitrary with us. In be¬ 
ing so close to the moun¬ 
tains, Sierra Madre is in 
the unenviable position 
of really needing cable 
service to adequately pull 
in TV signals, but 
Cablevision has no com¬ 
petition to cause them to 
temper their policies. 

Do all the citizens 
carefully monitor their 
Cablevision bills? Do all 
Arcadia and Sierra 
Madre subscribers know 
that any “change” in 
service will result in rate 
increases for premium 
programming? I think 
at the very least that the 
city should make people 
aware of these practices 
and possibly issue some 
public warnings.

About the 
Sierra Madre audit 

A copy of this letter 
was sent to the City coun¬ 
cil and City Attorney 
Charles Martin as well as 
The News. The original 
was sent to Edwards, 
Eichel and Beranek, Si¬ 
erra Madre‘s auditors. 
Ed. 

We noted with interest 
your reported comments 
in the Pasadena Star- 
News of Augusr2i, 1993? 

“But Eichel said the 
audit so far shows the 


Redevelopment Agency 
owes the city $1.1 mil¬ 
lion for various projects 
that had been paid out 
of city funds. It appears 
that the city probably 
won’t need to repay the 
agency the $1 million, he 
said.” 

You attempt to reas¬ 
sure us that the funds 
roughly balance and that 
there was no wrongdoing. 

It is difficult to under¬ 
stand how you could con¬ 
clude that “...we have 
not found anything ser¬ 
iously wrong with the way 
the city handles its fi¬ 
nances.” Regardless, $1 
million was illegally 
transferred from the 
Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency (CRA) to 
the city without the 
knowledge and consent 
of the Council. 

For these expenditures 
to have been valid and 
legal, the City Council 
and the CRA each would 
have had to authorize the 
expenditures BEFORE 
they were made. These 
actions were required to 
take place at open meet¬ 
ings pursuant to the 
Brown Act. (This law 
requires that items the 
Council and CRA act on 
be published or posted 
at least 72 hours prior to 
the meetings at which they 
are to be considered.) 

Assuming you were 
accurately quoted, we 
may assume that in the 
exercise of your profes¬ 
sional responsibilites, and 
by allowing reimburse¬ 
ment from the CRA for 
projects originally paid 
by the city, you are ob¬ 
viously investigating 
the legal basis for each 
project expenditure and 
its reimbursement.

We assume 
that you will also include 
in your audit report re¬ 
ference to all city pro¬ 
jects paid for by CRA 
funds, for example, pur¬ 
chase of a fire truck, and 
the sound system for 
City Hall, among others. 
Should you contend that 
the use of CRA funds by 
the City of Sierra Madre 
was authorized, we ask 
that you answer the fol¬ 
lowing questions with re¬ 
spect to those transac¬ 
tions: 

7. On what dates did the 
CRA approve of the 
lending of funds to the 
City of Sierra Madre? 

8. On .what dates .did the 
city approve of borrow¬ 
ing CRA funds? 

9. By what resolutions 


did the city approve of 
borrowing CRA funds? 

10. By what resolutions | 
did the CRA approve of ■ 
lending funds to the city? 

11. What were the terms 
of the foregoing trans¬ 
actions? 

12. What instruments 
memorialize the forego¬ 
ing transactions? 

In the absence of such 
an examination, your ex¬ 
amination will not be 
balanced or complete. 
Furthermore, we are dis¬ 
appointed that you have 
taken this opportunity to 
make an after-the-fact 
justification of undoc- 
m.ented, nonconforming 
financial transactions, 
rather than to provide us 
clear, straightforward 
analysis of the city’s 
spending posture during 
the past several years. 
We are concerned that 
you are engaging in ac¬ 
tivities designed to cover 
up the gross misuse of 
public funds. 

Although we expect a 
conclusion as to the le¬ 
gality of the commingl¬ 
ing and cross-use of city 
and CRA funds from the 
City Attorney, we do ex¬ 
pect that you will com^ 
ment on the propriety 
of this practice with 
respect to generally 
accepted accounting 
practices for cities and 
other government enti¬ 
ties. 

In closing, 1 want to 
stress that we consider 
this issue to be of the ut¬ 
most importance to the 
continued viability of 
our city as a separate 
political entity. We are 
not likely to accept a 
revisionist audit report 
in response to our ser¬ 
ious, legitimate concerns 
about a continuing pat¬ 
tern of fiscal misconduct 
by the city’s administra¬ 
tion.

Richard Stueve of 
Gloria Dei Lutheran

years as president of 
WELS. 

Also adopted at the 
convention was a new 
hymnal, and local Lu¬ 
therans say "It’s great." 
The old hymnal had 
been in the synod since 
1941. 

Flood victims in the 
Midwest received 
$127,000 from special 
church donors. 

The congregations of 


WELS operate a school 
system of 365 Lutheran 
elementary schools, 20 
high schools, three 
preparatory high schools 
and colleges and a theo¬ 
logical seminary. There 
are partner mission 
churches in 26 countries 
located in Africa, South 
America and Asia. 

Headquarters are in 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
with congregations of 
the synod located in all 
50 states.

The good news is that 
the Los Angeles State 
and County Arboretum 
will remain open. The 
not so good news is that 
admission fees will be- 
increased to $5 for a- 
dults, $3.50 for senior 
citizen and students with 
school identification and 
$1 for children 5-12. 
This announcement was 
made last week by the 
County of Los Angelss 
Department of Parks 
and Recreation. 

Additional admission 
revenue became neces¬ 
sary after the threats of 
possible closure during 
the county’s recent 
budget deliberations. 

Affected by the in¬ 
crease, in addition to 
the Arboretum, are 
Descanso Gardens in La 
Canada Flintridge and 
the South Coast Botanic 
Garden in the Palos 
Verdes Peninsula. The 
county’s forth garden, 
the Virginia Robinson 
Gardens in Beverly 
Hills, raised its fees to 
this level in 1992. 

Aside from providing 


opportunities to enjoy 
the beauty and serenity 
of green space, the 
county’s gardens per¬ 
form other services for 
the citizens of Los An¬ 
geles County. Staff 
experts answer approxi¬ 
mately 7000 inquiries 
every year on subjects 
ranging from what kind 
of tree to plant to 
what’s eating the petu¬ 
nias.

(.Ifficials from the Arcadia Unified School 
District and the library met last month to 
evaluate a pilot project that allows local junior 
highs and two elementary schools remote access 
by tnodem to the library’s computerized cat¬ 
alog. The program enables students to re¬ 
quest library materials and have them delivered 
to the school site. Everyone was very enthus¬ 
iastic about the use of the computer catalog 
at their location. An expanded program this fall 
will begin to fill teacher requests and classroom 
loans in addition to student requests. 

The library’s heavy use is reflected in 
statistics tabulated at the end of June. Over 
478,000 people have used the library is a one- 
year period. That’s an increase of approximate¬ 
ly 29,000 over the previous time period. Cir¬ 
culation was up as well—451,929 books were 
checked out compared to the previous year’s 
total of 422,747. There were 7557 new books 
cataloged, 41,710 reference questions answered 
and over 8000 children registered for programs 
during the 1992-93 fiscal year. 

The children’s department summer 
registration began with a bang this summer. All 
spaces in the preschool and primary programs 
were filled the first day. The reading program 
registration reached a high of 1562, a record for 
the program. The ceiling and walls of the 
Children’s Library are adorned with 1770 stars, 
representitrg 8850 books read. An exhibit of 
bookmark contest entries cover another wall in 
the room. The first Reader of the Week draw¬ 
ing was held recently and winners received their 
prizes and were featured “stars” in an exhibit 
displayed in the lobby. Weekly winners will 
continue to be displayed.
